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I published a paper proposing a new family, the Monosoleniaceae of Marchanti- 
ales, in Bull. Nat. Sci. Mus. vol. 9 (2). In the present paper, supplementary 
notes on the locality in Taiwan, orthography of the generic name, and the illust¬ 
rations by Griffith of Monosolenium tenerum were given. In Taiwan this species 
was found abundantly in the campus of the National Taiwan University. Although 
the generic name “Monoselenium” has been used, this is appearently an ortho¬ 
graphic error and it should be “Monosolenium”, as originally Griffith named it.
